And therefore our Father may nor will no 
more blame, aſſigne to us, than to his own 
dear worthy Son Feſu Chriſt. Thus was he 
the Servant before his coming into the Earth ; 
ſtanding ready before the Father in. purpoſe, 
till what time he would ſend him to do the 
worſhipful deed ; by which Mankind was 
brought again into Heaven; that is to fay, 
notwithſtanding that he is God even with the 
Father, as anenſt the God-head : But in his 
fore-ſeeing purpoſe that he would be Man, to 
fave Man in fulfilling of the Will of his Fa- 
ther , ſo he ſtood before his Father as a Ser- 
vant, wilfully raking upon him all our charge. 
And then he ſtart full readily at the Fathers 
Will; and anon he fell full low in the Maidens 
Womb, having no regard to himſelf, ne -

And thus I ſaw the Son ſtand, 
laying in his meaning : Loe ary dear Father, I 
ſtand before thee in Adams Kirtle, all ready to 
ſtart and torun; I would be in the Earth to thy 
Worſhip when it is thy Will to ſend 'me, how 


long ſhall T deſire it ? Full truly || wiſt the Sor ie,hnew 


when it- 'was the Fathers Will; and how long 
' he ſhould deſire; that is to ſay, as anenſt the 
God-head, for he is the Fiſdom of the Father. 
Wherefore this meaning was ſhewed in under- 
ſtanding of the Manhood of Chriſt-: For all 
Mankind that ſhall be ſaved, by the ſweet In- 
carnation and Paſlion of Chriſt, all is the 
Manhood of Chriſt; for he is the Head, and 
we' be. his Members: To which Members the 
day and the time is unknown, when every paſ- 
ſing Woe and Sorrow ſhall haveanend, and 
the everlaſting Joy and Bliſs ſhal) be fulfilled. 
Which day and time for to ſee all the compa« 
ny of Heaven Jongeth and defireth ; and all 
that be under Heaven, which ſhall come thi- 
ther, ' their way is by longing and defiring ; 
Which deſiring and longing was ſhewed in the 
Servant ſtanding before the Lord, or elle 
thus, in the Sor ſtanding-before the Father in 
Adams Kirtle ; For the longing and A 
. 0 
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of all Mankind: that ſhall be: ſafe appeared in 
(ſu; for Feſu is in all that may be ſafe, and 
all that be ſaved is in Fe/s, Andall of the 
Charity of God, with obedience, meeknels; 
and patience, and vertues that longerh to ns; 
Alſo in this marvellous Example, Itave teach- 
ing within me, as it were the beginning of an 
A.B.C. whereby I may have ſome under- 
—_— of, our Lords meaning : For the pri- 
vities of the Revelation be hid therein ; not- 
withſtanding that all the poings be full of 
privities. The fitting of the Father betoken- 
eth the Goa-head, that is to ſay, for ſhewing 
of Reſt and Peace : For in the God-bead may 
be no travel. And that he ſheweth himſelf as 


- Lord, betokeneth to our Manhood : The 


Kanding of the Servant - betokeneth trayel ; 
and on the left fide betokeneth, that he was 


not all worthy to ſtand even right before the 


Lord. | His ftarting was the God-head, and 
the running was the Man-head ; for the God- 
head ſtart fro the Father into the Maidens 
Womb, falling. into the taking of our kind. 
And in this falling he took great ſore : The 
ſore that he took was our fleſh, in which' as 


ſoon as he took it, he had feeling of deadly 


Pains, By that he ſtood dreadfull before the 
Lord, and not even right, betokeneth that his 
cloathing was not honeſt to {tand even right 
before the Lord; nor that might not , nor 
ſhould not be his Office, whiles be was a La- 
bourerz nor alſo he might not fir with the 

Lord 
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Lord in reſt and peace;till he had won his peace 
rightfully with his bard travel. And by the lefr 
fide that the Father left his own Son wilfully in 
the manhood, to ſuffer all mans pain without 
ſparing of him. By that his Kirtle was at the 


the Roddes and Scourges,the Thornes and the 
Nails; the drawing and the dragging, bis 
tender fleſh renting, as I'ſaw in ſome part, the 
tender fleſh was rent from the head-pann, fal- 
ling on pieces, unto the time the bleeding fail - 
ed : And then it began to dry again, cleaving 
to the bone. And by the wallowing , and 
writhing, groaning, and mourning, is under- 
{tood that he might never riſe all mightily fro 
that time that he was fallen into the Maidens 
Womb, till his body was ſlain and dead, he 
yielding the Soul into the Fathers hand ; with 
all mankind for whom he was ſent. And at 
this point he began firſt ro ſhew his might ; for 
then he went into. Hell, And when he was 
there, then he raiſed up the great root out of 
the deep deepneſs, 'which rightfully was knit 
to him in high Heaven, The body lay in the 
Grave till Eaſter morrow; and fro that time 
he lay never more, for there was rightfully 
ended the wallowing, and the writhing , the 
groaning, and the mourning. And our foul 

eadly fleſh that Gods Son took upon him which 
was Adams old Kirtle, ſtrait, bare, and thor, 
then by our Saviour was made fair , new, 
white, and bright, and of endleſs cleanneſs ; 
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wide and fide, fairer and richer than was the 
cloathing which 1 ſaw on the Father, for that 
cloathing was blew. And Chriſts cloathing 
is now of ſair ſeemly || medelour, which is ſo 
marvellous that 1 can it no deſcrie, for it is all 
of very Worſhip. Now fitteth not the Lord 
on Earth in Wilderneſs, but he fitteth on his 
rich and noble Seat which he made in Heaven 
moſt to his liking, Now ſtandeth not the Sor

dreadfully cloathed in party naked : but he

A high underſtanding it is inwardly to ſee and 
to know that God which is our Maker, dwel}- 
eth in our Soul. And a higher underſtanding 
it is, and more inwardly, to ſee and to know 
our Soul that is made dwelleth in God in ſub- 
ſtance : Of which ſubſtance by God we be thar 
we be. AndIfawno difference between God 
and our ſubſtance, but as it were all God, And 
yer my underitanding took, that our ſubſtance 
1sin God ; that is to lay, that Godis God, and 
our ſubſtance is a Creature in God, For the

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—_—_ Truth of the Trinity is our Father :. 


For he made us, and keepeth us in him : And 
the deep Wiſdons of the T rinity is our Mother, 
in whom we be cloſed : And the high Good- 
neſs of the Trinity is our Lord, and inhim we 
beccloſed, and he in us.

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"A Nd thus Chrift.is our way,us ſurely lead- 
ing.in his Laws. And-Chri/t in his bo- 
dy mightily beareth as up into Heaven, For 
I ſaw that Chr:ſt, us Si—_ in- him that 
ſhall be faved 'by him, Worſhipfully preſent 
eth his Father in Heaven with us ; which pre- 
ſent full thankfully his Father receiveth, and 
..courteoully giveth it unto his Sor Feſu Chriſt, 
Which Gift and Working is joy tothe Father,

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A Nd thus I ſaw full ſurely that it is ready to 
1 \.:ns,and more eaſie, to come to the know- 
ing of God, than to know our own Soul.

led, thou ſhalt not be diſeaſed ; but he ſaid, 
Thou ſhalt not be overcome, God will that we 
take heed at this word, and that we be ever 
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- mighty in faithful truſting in weal and woe ; 


for he loveth us, and liketh us : and ſo will he 
that we Love him and Like him, and mighti] 
truſt in him,and all ſhall be well : and ſoon all 
was cloſe, and I ſaw no more after this,

be ſo buſie to keep thee from ſin, this were a good 
and & ſoveraign occupation, For 1 thought faith - 
fully, were I ſafe from ſin, were fultate from 
all the fiez4s in Hell, and enemies of my Soul.

in fulhedd of j P, willing that we bave ever 
faithful truſt of his blefſedful promiſes, know- 
ing his goodneſs. For our Faith is contraried 
in diverſe manner, by our own blindneſs, and 
our Ghoſtly Enemies within and without, 
And therefore our precious Lover helpeth us 
with Ghoſtly Light, and true Teaching, on 
diverſe manner within and without, whereby 
that we may know him, And therefore in 
what manner that he teacheth us, he will that * 
we perceive him wiſely, receiving him ſweet- 
ly, and keep us in him faithfully. For above 
the Faith is no goodneſs kept in this Life, as 
to my ſight. And beneath the Faith is no 
Health of Soul. Burt in the Faith there will 
our Lord we keep us: For we have by his 
g00dneſs and his own working to keep us in 
the Faith.

helping us to bear it by his own bleſſed yertue. 

And in time of our finning, he ſheweth to us 

chear of ruth and pity, mightily keeping us, 

and defending again{t all our Enemies. And 

theſe two be the common chears which he ſhew- | 

, eth. to us in this Life, therewith medling the 
third : And that is his bleſſed- chear like in 

party as it ſhall be jn Heaven and that is by 
gracios touching of ſweet Lightning of 
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Ghoſtly Life, whereby that we' are kept in 
true Faith, Hope, and Charity with Contriti- 


on and Devotion, and alſo with Contemplati- 
on, and all manner of true joyes and ſweet 
Comforts. The blefſedful chear of our Lord 


God worketh it in us by Grace. But now me 


behooveth ro tell in what manner that [ ſaw fin 
deadly, in the Creatures which ſhould not 
die for fin, bur live in the joy of God without 
end. I ſaw that ewo contraries ſhould not be 
together in one ſteed. The moſt contrarious 
that are is the higheſt bliſs, and the deepeſt 


pain. The higheſt bliſs that- is, is to have 


God in clerity of endleſs Light, him verily ſee- 
ing, him ſweetly feeling, him all peaceable 
having in fulhead of joy : And thus was the 
Teul chear. of our Lord God ſhewed in 
party, In which ſhewing I ſaw that fin was 
the 'moſt contrary, ſo far forth that as => 
as we be medled with any part of ſin, we ſha 
never ſee clearly the blefſled chear of Go; 
And the horriblier, and the grievouſer that 


- our (ins be, the deeper are we for that time 
fro this bleſſed fight, And therefore it ſeem- 


eth to us oftentimes as we were 12 peril of 
Death, and in a party. of Hell, for the ſor- 
row and the pain that fin is to us, And thus 
we are dead for the rime fro the very fight of 
our bleſſedful Life. Burt in all this. I ſaw faith- 
fully that we be not dead in the fight of God, 
ne:he paſſeth never fromus 3 but. he-ſhall ne- 

ver 
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ver have. his full bleſs in us till we have our full 
bleſs in him, verily ſeeing his fair blefſedful 
chear,for we are ordained thereto in kind,and 

etten thereto by grace. Thus I ſaw how 

n is deadly for a ſhort time to-the blefſed 
Creatures of endleſs Life ; and ever the more 
clearly that the Soul ſeeth the bliſsful chear 
by grace of Loving, the more it longeth to 
ſee it in fulhead; that is to ſay, in his own 
Likeneſs : For notwithſtanding that our Lord 
God dwelleth now in us, and is here with 
us, and * colleth us, and becloſeth us for 
tender Love that he may never leave us, and 
is more near to us than Tongue may tell, or 
Heart may think : Yet may we never ſtint of 
mourning , ne of weeping, nor of ſeeking, 
nor of Longing, till when we ſee him clear 
in his. blefſedful chear : For in that precious 
fight there may, no Woe abide , nor Weal 
fail. And in this I ſaw matter of Mzreh, 
and matter of Aſourning : Matter of Mirth 
that our Lordour Maker is ſo near to us, and 
in us, and we in him by faithfulneſs of keep= 
ing of his great goodneſs. Matter of Mourn- 
ing'for our Ghoſtly eye is ſo blind, and we 
ſo boarn down with Weight of our deadly 
fleſh, and Darkneſs of fin, that we may not 
ſee our Lord God clearly in his blefſedful 
chearz No, and becauſe of this Darkneſs, 
ſcarce we can belieye or * trowe his great 
Love and our Faithfulneſs of keeping. ao 
tnere- 
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therefore it is that I ſay, -we may never leave 
off Mourning, ne Weeping : This Weeping 
- meaneth not all in pouring out of tears by our 
bodily eye, but alſo tro more Ghoſtly under- 
 Randingy for'the || kindly defire of our Soul | [ſi e. 
is ſo great,and ſo unmeaſurable,char if it were 1474. 
given us to onr joy and our comforr, all the 
* nobly that ever God made in Heaven and in *je.an 
Earth, and we ſaw not the fair bleſſedful chear 6eneſe. 
of himſelf, yet ſhould we never leave mourn- 
| Ing,ne of Ghoſtly Weeping; 'that is to ſay, of 
poet Longing,till when we ſee verily the fair 
lefledful chear of our Maker. And if we were 
in all the pain that heart may think, or tongue 
may tell ; 'and we might in that time ſee his 
blefſedful chear, all this pain ſhould us not 
grieve, Thus is that bleſſedful ſight end of all 
manner of pain to Loving Souls, and fulfilling 
of all manner of joy and bliſs. And that ſhew= 
ed he in the high marvellous Words where he 
faith, 1 it am that is higheſt ,, Tit am that thou FI 
loveſt ; '1 it am that is all, © It longeth to us to L 
bave three manner'of knowings. The firft is, | 
that we know our Lord God : The ſecond is, 
that we know our ſelf; what we are by him in 
kind and in grace ; The third is, that we know 
meekly that our ſelf is againſt our fin and a- 
'Bainſt our feebleneſs. And for theſe three was 
all this ſhewing made, as ro my underſtanding. 
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The Lxxij. Chapter. 


LL this bleſſed teaching of our Lord God 
A was ſhewed by three parts; that is ro 
fay, By «bodily ſught, and by Word formed in 
my underſtanding, and by Ghoſtly ſught. For 
the bodily fight, ] have faid as I ſaw as truly as 1 
can; And: for the Words, I have ſaid them 
right as our Lord ſhewed them me : And for 
the Ghoſtly ſight, 1 bave ſaid ſome deal, butT 
may never full tel] it. And therefore of this 
Ghoſtly ſight T am ſtirred to ſay more. as God 
will give me grace. God ſhewed :wo manner 
of fick»eſs that we have : That ore is unpati- - 
ence, or:{louth; for we bear our travel and 
our pain heavily. That other is deſpair or 
doubtful dreed, as.I ſhall fay after : Generally 
he ſhewed ſi» wherein all is comprehended; 
but in ſpecial he ſhewed none bur theſe rwo. 
And theſe two are it that moſt travelleth and 
troubleth us, as by that our Lord ſhewed me. 
Of which he will we be amended ; I ſpeak of 
ſuch men and women that for Gods Love hate 
fin, and diſpoſe them to do Gods Will : Then 
by our Ghoſtly blind-head' and bodily heavi- 
neſs, we are moſt enclining to this. And 
therefore it is Gods will that they be known, 
and then ſhould we refuſe them, as we __s 
- ther 
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ther fins. And for help againſt this , full 
meekly our Lord ſhewed the patience that he 
hadin this hard Paſſion : And alſo'the joy and 
the liking that he hath of that Paſſion for Love. 
And this he ſhewed in Example, that we 
ſhould gladly and ecafily bear our painsz for 
that is great pleaſing to him, and endleſs pro- 
fit to us. And the cauſe why we are travelled 
with them is for unknowing of Loye. Though 
the Three Perſons of the bleſſed Tr:nity be all. 
even in the ſelf : The Soul. took moſt under- 
ſanding in Love, yea, and he will in all thing 
that we have our beholding and our enjoying. 
in Love. And of this knowing are we mo 
blind. For ſome of us believe that God is 
All mighty, and may do all; and that heis 
All wiſdom, and can do all : Bur that he is 
All Love and will do all, there we fail. And 
this unknowing it is that moſt letteth Gods 
Lovers, as to my fight : For when we be- 
gin.to hate ſin, and amend us by the ordinance 
of Holy Ghurch, 'yet there dwelleth a dread 
that letteth us, by the beholding of our ſelf 
and of our ſin afore done. And ſome of us 
for our every day fins, for we hold not our 
promiſe, nor. keep our cleanneſs that our 
Lord ſetteth us in, but fall oft-times into ſo. 
much wretchedneſs, - that ſhame it is to ſay it. 
And the beholding of this maketh us ſo ſorry, 
and ſo heavy,that unneths we can ſee apy com- 
forr. And this dread we take ſometime aa 
meek» 
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meekneſs, but it is a foul blindneſs ; and a 
wickedneſs. And we-cannot deſpiſe it as we 
do another fin that we know, which cometh 
through lack -of true Judgment, and it is a- 

ain truth : For of all the properties of the 

lifedful Trinity it is Gods will that we have 
moſt Faithfulneſs and Liking in. Love ; for 
Love maketh Might and Wiſdom full meek ro ' 
us. For right as by the courteſie of God he 
forgetteth our fin after the time that we repent 
us: So will he that we forget our fin as a- 

ainſt our unskillful heavineſs, and our doubt- 


| ful dreads.

Or I underſtood four manner of Dreads - , 
One is dread of a|| fray that cometh to 
man ſuddenly by frailty, This dread doth 
oed, for it helpeth ro purge man, as doth 
Fodily fickneſs, or ſuch other pain that is not 
fin 3 for all ſuch pains help man, if they be 


| patiently taken. The ſecond is dread of pain; 
' whereby man is ſtirred and waked fro ſleep of 


fin : For man that is hard of ſleep of fin, he is 
not able for the time to receive the ſoft come 
fort of the Holy Ghoſt, till he hath ſy 

Is 
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this dread of pain, of bodily death and of 
Ghoſtly Enemies. And this dread ftirreth us 
to ſeek Comfort and Mercy of God; And 
thus this dread helpeth us as anentry, and 
ableth us to have contrition by the blifſedful 
touching of the Holy Gheſt. The third is 
doubtful dread : Doubrful dread is as much 
as it draweth to deſpairz God. will have it 
turned in. us into Love, by true knowing of 
Love; that is to fay, that the bitternefs of 
doubts be turned into ſweetneſs of kind Love 
by grace; for it may never pleaſe our Lord 
that his Servants doubt in his goodneſs. The 
fourth is Reverent Dread; for there is no 


read thar fully pleaſeth God in us, but reve- 


rent dread, and that is ſoft. «. For the more is 
is had, the leſs it is felt for ſweetneſs of Loye. 
Love and Dread are Brethren, and they are 
rooted in us by the goodneſs of our Maker, 
and they ſhall never be taken from us without 
end. We have of kind to Love,and we have of 
grace to Love; and have we of kind to dread, 
and we have of grace to dread, It longeth to 
the Lordſhip, and to the Father-head to be 
dread, as it longeth to the gocdneſs to be 
Loved ; and it longeth to us that are his Ser- 


' vants and bis Children to dread him for Lord- 


ſbip, and Father-head, as it longeth to us to 
Love him for God-bead, And though this 
reverent Dread and Love be not both in one, 

but are two in property and in working, and 

: neither 
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neither of them may be had without other. 
And' therefore 1 am ſure, he that Loveth he 
dreadeth, though he feel" it but little. All 
dreads other than reverend dread that are 


- proferred to us, though they come under 


colour: of Holineſs, they are not ſo true, 
And hereby may they be known aſunder. 
That dread-that maketh us haſtily to flee fro all 
that is not goud, and fall into our Lords 


'breaſt 3: as the Child into the Mothers arme, 
'with all our intent, and with all our mind, 
knowing our feebleneſs. and our great need, 


knowing his everlaſting Goodneſs and his 
bleſſed Love, only ſecking into him for Salva- 


- tion, cleaving to with faithful "truſt : That 
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dread that bring#th us into this Working, it is | 
kind and gracious, and good, and true, And 
all that iscontrarious to this,either it is wrong, 
or it 1s. medled with wrong. Then is this the 
remedy to know them both, and refuſe the 
wrong : For the kind property of dread which 
we have in this Life by the gracious Working 
of the Holy.Ghoſt, the ſame ſhall be in Hea- 
ven afore God, gentle, courteous, full ſweet, 
And thus we ſhall in Love be homely and near 
to God, And wein dread be gentle and cur- 
teous to God, and both /in one manner like 
* even. . \Defire we then of our Lord God 
to dread him reverently, and Love hicn meek- 
ly, and:to truſt in him! mightily : For when 
wedread him reverneiy.and” love him meckly, 
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our truſt .is never in vain ; for the more that 
we truſt, and the mightilier that we traſt, the 
more we pleaſe and worſhip our Lordthat we 
truſt iv. And if us fail this reverent dread 
and meek Love, as God forbid we ſhould, our 
truſt ſhall ſoon be miſ. ruled for that time, And 
therefore us neederh much to pray our Lord 
of grace that we may have this reverent dread, 
and make Love of his Gift in Heart and in 
_ for withour this no man may pleaſe 
Goa.

Saw that God may do all that us deedeth : 
And theſe three that I ſhall ſay, Need, Love, 
Longing : Pitry and Love Keepeth us in the 
time of our need. And Longing in the ſome 
Love draweth us into Heaven for the thirſt 
of Gods to have the genera] man into him, In 
which thirſt he hath drawn bis Holy Souls that 

be now in bliſs. And ſo * getting his lively ,; . 

Members, ever he draweth and drinketh, and ,,,,. 
yet him Thirſtcth and Longeth. I ſaw three 
manner of Longings in God, and all to one 
end; The firſt is, for that he Longeth to 
learn us to know him and to Loye him ever 
O more 
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more and more, as it.is convenient arid ſpeed- 
ful to us. The ſecond is, that he longeth to 
have us up into bliſs, as Souls are when'they 
be taken out of pain into Heaven, The third 
is, to fulfill us of bliſs, and that fhall be on 
the laſt day fulfilled ever to laſt., For 1 ſaws 
as it.is known in our Faith, that then pain-and 
ſorrow ſhall be ended to all that ſhall he ſaved. 
And not only we ſhall receive the ſame' bliſs 
that Souls afore have had in Heaven, but alſo 
we ſhall receive a new, which plentuouſly ſhall 
flie out of God into us, ang fulfill us, And 
thoſe be the goods which he hath ordained to 
vive us fro without beginning. Theſe goods 
are treaſured and hid in himſelf; for into that 
time Creature is not mighty, ne worthy to 
receive them. In this we ſhould ſee verily the 
cauſe of all the Deeds that God hath done- 
And over-more we. ſhould ſee the cauſe of all 
thing that he hath ſuffered : And the bliſs, and 
the fulfilling ſhall be ſo deep and ſo high, that 
for Wonder and Marvel all Creatures-ſhould 
have to God ſo great reverent and dread over- 
paſling, that hath been ſeen and felt before 
that the Pillars of Heaven ſhall travel and 
__ But this manner of trembling and 
read ſhall have no miannet. of pain 5. but -it 
longeth to the worthy majeſty of God,thus to 
be beholden of his Creatures dreadfully trem- 
bling and quaking:For muchmore of joy mw 
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leſly marvelling of the greatneſs of God the 
Maker, and of the leaſt part of all that is 
made. For the beholding of this maketh 
Creature marvellous meek and mild. Where- 
fore God will, and alſo it longeth to us both in 
kind and in grace, to will to haye knowing of 
this deſiring the fight and the working. For 
it leaderh us in right way, and keepeth us in 
true Life, and oneth us to God, And as good 
as God is, as great he is: And as much as it 
longeth to his God-head to be Loved, fo much 
\ Ip eth to his great highneſs to be dread. 

or this reverent dread is the fairer courteſlie 
that is in Heaven before Gods face. And as 
much as he ſhall be known and Loved, over- 
paſling that he is now : In ſo much he ſhall be 
dread over-paſling that he is now. Where- 
fore it behooveth needs to be, that all Hea- 
ven, all Earth ſhall tremble and quake when 


| thePillars ſhall cremble and quake. 
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The Lxxyv. Chapter. 


Speak but little of this reverent dread : For 

[| ] hope it may be ſeen in this matter afore- 
ſaid. But well I wote that our Lord ſhewed 
me no Souls but thoſe that dread him; for 
well 1 wote the Soul that truly traketh- the 
reaching of the Holy Ghoſt, it hateth more fin 
for the vileneſs and the horribilicy, than it 
doth all the pain that is in Hell. For the Soul 
that beholdeth the kindneſs of our Lord Feſus 
it hateth no Hell; but Hell is fin as to my 
fight. And therefore it is Gods will that we 
know fin, and pray buſily, and travel wilful- 
ly, and ſeek teaching meekly, that we fall not 
blindly therein ; and if we fall, that we riſe 
readily : for it is the moſt pain that the Soul 
may have. to turn from God any time by fin. 
The Soul that will be . in. reſt when other mens 
ſins come to mind, he ſhould flee it as the 
pain of Hell, ſecking into God for help again | 
that, for the beholding of other mens (in, it 
maketh as it were a thick miſt afore the eye of 
the Soul. And we may not for the time ſee 
the Fair-head of God, but if we may behold 
them with Contrition with him, with Com- 
paſſion on him, and with Holy deſire to or 
or 
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for him, For without this it noieth, and trou- 
bleth, and letreth the Soul that behold them 
for this I underſtand in the ſhewing of the 
Compaſljon, In this blefſedful ſhewing of 
our Lord] have underſtanding of :wo Con- 
trarious. That one is the molt Ws/aom that 
any Creature may do in this Life, T hat other 
is the moſt folly. The moſt Wiſdom is a Crea- 
ture to do aſter the Will and the Counſel of 
his bigheſt ſovereign Friend. This bleſſed 


Friend is Feſ#, and it is his W.Il and Counſel 


that we hold us with him, and faſten us homely 
to him, evermore in what ſtate ſoever we 
bene : For whether we be foul or clean, we 
areever one in his Loving. For weal, ne for 
woe he will never we flee him; bur for the 
change-ability that we are in our ſelf, we fall 
often into ſin; than have we this by the ſtir- 
ring of our Enemy, and by our own Folly and 
Blindneſs : For they fay thus, Thou woteſt 
well thou art a Wreich, a Sinner, and alſo un- 
true, for thou keepeſt not thy Covenant. Thou 
romiſeſt oftentimes our Lord that thou ſhalt do 
Hooks and anon thou falleft again in the ſame,
